RELIC   OF   LINCOLN  CAMPAIGN. 


Eanner  ""Tried  in  Political  Processions 
Thirty-Six  Tears  Ago. 


Once  Rescued  From  Fire  It  Is  Now  Cher- 
ished as  a  Rare  Treasure. 


Lincoln,  111.,  Aug.  14.— An  interesting  relic 
of  the  political  campaign  of  thirty-six  years 
ago  is  hanging  on  the  wall  in  the  office  of 
Koehnle  &  Trapp,  in  the  German- American 
bank  building  in  this  city.  It  is  one  of  the 
campaign  banners  carried  during  the  first 
presidential  canvass  of  Abraham  Liwwin 
and  is  the  one  which  was  carried  by  Mr. 
Koehnle  during  that  memorable  campaign. 

The  first  county  seat  of  Logan  county  was 
Postville  and  the  old  courthouse,  which 
still  stands  in  the  western  part  of  this  city, 
was  occupied  as  such  from  1839  to  1848.  In 
the  latter  year  the  courts  were  removed 
twelve  miles  south  to  Mount  Pulaski,  which 
village  was  the  county  seat  until  1855.  At 
almost  every  term  of  court  from  the  time 
of  the  organization  of  the  county  as  a  sepa- 
rate local  district  and  until  his  nomination 
for  the  presidency,  Mr.  Lincoln  was  one  of 
the  lawyers  Ifl "attendance,  and  that  he  was 
a  favorite  with  the  people  of  the  county  is 
evidenced  by  the  fact  that  this  city  bears  his 
name.  His  stories  are  yet  repeated  by  sur- 
viving pioneers  who  were  county  officials  ' 
at  that  time,  and  his  legal  services  in  many 
of  the  trials  of  those  times  are  still  remem- 
bered. 

When  the  Chicago  and  Alton  railroad  was 
built  through  the  county  it  did  not  pass 
through  the  new  county  seat,  Mount  Pu-  ] 
laski,  nor  the  old  one  of  Postville,  but  it  did 
pass  within  a  mile  of  the  latter  town.  At  , 
this  point  a  new  town  was  founded  and 
named  in  honor  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  who  was  a. 
friend  of  the  men  who  were  its  founders. 

At  the  sale  of  lots  in  the  new  town  on  Aug. 
29,  1853,  Mr.  Lincoln  was  present  and  ex- 
pressed his  regrets  at  having  no  money  with 
which  to  buy  some  of  the  town  lots.  How- 
ever, two  lots  opposite  the  block  set  aside 
as  the  courthouse  square  were  given  to  him 
by  Messrs.  Gillet,  Hickox  and  Latham  as 
an  attorney  fee  for  services  in  the  work  of 
securing  the  charter  and  deeds  for  the  nevi- 
city.  These  lots  Mr.  Lincoln  owned  unti| 
his  death  and  were  not  sold  by  his  heirs  un-j 
til  about  five  years  ago.  1 
Fred  C.  W.  Koehnle  was  deputy  circuit, 
clerk  from  1854  until  1864,  at  which;  time  he 
was  elected  circuit  clerk.  His  office  was  in 
the  corner  of  the  courthouse  building  after 
the  county  offices  were  moved  to  Lincoln,  in 
1855,  this  place  then  becoming  the  countyjh 
seat,  and  to  it  Mr.  Lincoln  was  a  frequent  ji 
Visitor  whenever  he  was  in  the  town.  A 
proposition  to  erect  a  new  courthouse  where 
the  old  one  has  stood  for  forty  years  will 
be  voted  on  at  the  elections  this  fall,  and  it 
is  probable  that  in  another  year  Lincoln  will 
contain  but  one  building  in  which  Abraham 
Lincoln  practiced  law,  instead  of  two,  as 
now.  That  is  the  one  known  as  the  "Post- 
ville" courthouse,  although  that  village  was 
long  ago  absorbed  by  this  city. 


AN  OLD  LINCOLN  BANNER. 
[Carried  in  the  Campaign  Thirty-siz  Tears  Ago.] 


After  Mr.  Lincoln's  nomination  for  the 
presidency  a  Wideawake  club  was  organ- 
ized here  and  Its  banner  with  its  portrait  of 
Lincoln  and  the  inscription,  "The  Nation's 
Choice,"  was  painted  by  Reuben  Neal  of 
Atlanta.  The  likeness  is  pronounced  to  be 
a  most  striking  one  by  all  who  personally 
knew  Mr.  Lincoln  (and  there  are  many  such 
living  here).  As  the  artist  was  a  personal 
friend  of  Mr.  Lincoln  he  had  opportunities 
to  obtain  good  pictures,  and  during  the  cam- 
paign he  painted  many  such  banners.  The 
others,  however,  have  been  destroyed  and 
this  one  narrowly  escaped  their  fate.  '  It 
was  carried  by  the  Lincoln  Wideawakes  at 
all  the  rallies  in  Logan  county,  and  at  those 
in  neighboring  counties  as  well,  and  in  the 
final  rally  of  the  campaign  it  was  at  the 
head  of  the  Lincoln  Wideawake  club.  After 
Mr.  Lincoln's  election  the  banner  was  at. 
first  hung  on  the  wall  in  Mr.  -Koehnle's 
office  in  the  courthouse,  and  at  a  house- 
cleaning  time,  a  year  later,  it  was  carried 
out  and  thrown  on  a  heap  of  rubbish  to  be 
burned.  It  was  rescued  from  cremation  by 
a  member  of  the  Wideawake  club,  who 
saw  the  banner  just  in  time  to  save  it  from 
the  flames.  When  it  was  restored  to  Mr. 
Koehnle's  charge  once  more  he  had  it  se- 
curely fastened  in  a  heavy  gold  leaf  frame 
and  placed  where  it  was  out  of  danger.  To- 
day he  looks  upon  it  as  a  great  treasure  and 
says  that  $500  would  not  induce  him  to  part 
with  it. 

During  the  present  campaign  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  banners  will  be  carried 
through  this  country  of  ours,  but  around 
none  of  them  will  cling  the  memories  which 
are,  associated  with  this  simple  painting 
done  on  muslin  in  imitation  of  steel  engrav- 
ing, and  showing  the  plain,  honest  features 
of  the  "humble  rail  splitter  of  the  Sanga- 
mon."

the  state  historical 
rooms  at  Topeka, 
Kansas,  may  be 
seen  an  old.  time- 
stained  banner  of 
ova]  shape  and  ar- 
tistic design.  It 
came  into  posses- 
sion of  the  state  a 
number  of  years 
ago.  having  been 
turned  over  to  the  collection  by  a  citizen 
Of  prominence  who  had  received  it  from 
the  hands  of  President  Lincoln  and  knew 
something  of  its  history  and,  hence,  de- 
sired its  careful  consideration.  In  time 
this  man  passed  from  earth  and  the  his- 
tory of  the  banner  was  almost  forgotten 
when  the  Kansas  commissioners,  in  mak- 
ing ready  their  exhibit  for  the  world  s 
fair,  determined  to  include  in  it  this  time- 
honored  relic  and.  accordingly,  followed 
up  such  clues  as  they  possessed  to  obtain 
its  history. 

The  story  of  the  banner  is  not  without 
general  interest.   It  was  during  the  mem- 
orable Lincoln-Douglas  debate    that  ar- 
rangements were  made  for    the  distin- 
guished speakers   to  meet  in  joint  dis- 
cussion in    the   college   town    of  Gales- 
burg,  HI.    There  was  a  liberal  sprinkling 
of  democrats   among  the   students  and 
they  got  together  and  decided  to  present 
to  Mr.   Douglas  a  handsome    banner  of 
their  own  making.     It  was  necessary  to 
keep  the  matter  a  profound  secret,  as,  j 
otherwise,  the  republicans  might  cheapen 
their  efforts   by  doing   something   quite ' 
beyond  them.   But  one  of  the  republican  I 
young  men  was  very  attentive  at  the  time 
to  one  of  the  girls  of  democratic  procliv- 
ities and,  in  an  evil  moment,  she  told  him 
all  about  it.   Here  was  his  opportunity! 
Of  course,    he   disliked    to   disclose  the 
plans  thus  secretly  revealed  to  him,  but 
there  was  nothing  else  to  be  done.  Then 
came  the  commotion  in    the  republican 
ranks.   There  should  be  a  banner  for  Mr. 
Lincoln.      It  so   happened  that  the  art 
teacher  was  one  of  their  number  and  his 
services  were   at  once  enlisted.    The  re- 
sult was  that  the  banner  when  complete 
was,  considering  the  time  in  which  it  was 
made,  one  of  rare  beauty  and  symmetry. 
Upon  one  side  were  stars  of  gold  repre- 
senting the  states  of  the  union,  but  the 
|  star  which  stood    for  Kansas— bleeding 
Kansas,  then  the  subject  of  contention- 
was  in  gray.   On  the  evening  in  question, 
|  to  the  astonishment  of  the  other  side,  and 
|  when  they  were  preparing  for  their' own 
coup  d'etat,  a  beautiful  silken  banner  was 
brought  forward   and  presented   to  Mr 
Lincoln  by  one  of  the  young-  ladies  of  the 
school  amid  the  most  enthusiastic  demon- 
strations. 

*** 

Among  the  younger  students  then  in 
the  college  was  a  leading  Des  Moines 
woman  of  today,  Mrs.  E.  H.  Conger,  wife 
of  the  United  States  minister  to  China. 
She  was  one  of  those  actively  interested 
in  making  ready  the  banner  for  Mr.  Lin- 
coln and  to  her  older  lister  fell  the  honor 
of  its  presentation.  When  a  few  years 
later,  Mr.  Lincoln  was  chosen  president 
of  the  United  States  he  took  the  much 
prized  banner  with  him  to  the  White 
House.  One  day  a  Kansas  gentleman 
,  who  was  visiting  Mr.  Lincoln  was  at- 
tracted by  the  banner  and  impressed  by 
its  bearing  upon  the  history  of  his  own 
state,  and  the  president,  seeing  his  in- 
terest in  it,  gave  it  to  him  to  carry  back 
to  his  home,  probably  with  the  under- 
standing that  it  should  be  preserved  as  an 
historical  relic. 

*** 

To  those  who  had  made  and  planned 
the  banner  and  its  presentation  so  many 
years  ago,  the  sight  of  it  in  the  Kansas 
building  at  the  Columbian  exposition  was 


indeed,  a  reminder  of  the  old  school  days 
and  their  happy  associations.  Mrs.  Con- 
ger was  one  of  the  old  students  who  saw 
and  recognized  the  banner. 

*** 

Mrs.  John  M.  Zane  of  this  city  was 
the  daughter  of  Mr.  W.  T.  Beekman,  a 
close  friend  of  Mr.  Lincoln,  as,  indeed, 
the  two  families  were  closely  allied 
through  two  or  three  generations.  On 
one  occasion  during  the  Lincoln-Dougias 
debate,  Mr.  Beekman  introduced  Mr. 
Lincoln  to  the  audience.  In  the  course 
of  his  speech,  Mr.  Douglas  made  the 
charge  that  Lincoln  kept  a  bar  and  had 
sold  whisky  down  in  the  little  town  of 
Salem,  111.  Presently  Mr.  Lincoln  drew 
himself  together  and  rose  to  reply.  He 
acknowledged  that  he  had  sold  liquor, 
but  added  that  the  remarkable  part  about 
it  was  that  his  worthy  opponent  was  his 
best  customer.  As  far  as  the  bar  was 
concerned,  it  was  just  a  question  as  to 
which  side  each  of  them  occupied.  Con- 
sidering that,  in  those  days,  everybody 
■who  kept  a  country  store  did  sell  liquor, 
and  that  Lincoln  never  was  known  to 
touch  a  drop,  the  tables  were  pretty  well 
turned. 

The  little  store  at  Salem  which  Mr. 
Lincoln  kept  he  had  purchased  from  a 
great  uncle  of.  Mrs.  Zane.  When  the  lat- 
ter went  back  to  visit  the  old  home  lasb 
she  saw  once  more  the  old  dilapidated 
building  in  which  Mr.  Lincoln  had  sold 
goods.  To  the  visitor  is  pointed  out  a 
natural  phenomenon  in  the  form  of  a  tree 
which  grew  up  in  the  cellar  of  the  old 
store  building.   It  grew  to  thg_bLaj~'^  »c 


several  feet  in  a  solid  body,  then  sud- 
denly branched  into  two  distinct  parts, 
one  of  which  was  a  horse-chestnut,  the 
other  a  honey  locust.  One  of  these  turned 
directly  to  the  north,  the  other  to  the 
south.  During  the  period  of  the  war. 
hundreds  of  people  visited  the  place  to 
see  this  strange  sight  and  to  one  limb 
was  given  the  name  of  the  North,  to  the 
other  the  South.  Into  the  bark  at  the 
point  of  division  has  been  cut,  by  a  local 
artist,  the  strong,  rugged  features  of 
Abraham  Lincoln.

An  interesting  note  from  Mr.  Lincoln 
is  preserved  by  Mrs.  Zane's  family.  Her 
grandfather,  Mr.  Beekman,  once  sent  his 
hired  man  to  the  postoffice  for  the  mail. 
On  the  way  he  stopped  somewhere  and 
imbibed  too  freely  and  Mr.  Lincoln,  see- 
ing his  condition,  refused  him  the  mail,  i 
The  man  went  home  and  reported  this  ' 
and  was  again   sent  to  the  postoffice, 
when  Mr.  Lincoln  gave  him  a  note  to  take  | 
to  his  employer,  in  which  he  said  that  j 
his  reason  for  not  giving  the  man  the  ! 
mail  was  because  he  was  partially  intox-  i 
icated.  j 

Mr.  Lincoln  and  Miss  Todd  were  mar-  I 
ned    about    the    same    time    that     Mrs.  ! 
Zane's  parents  were  and  the  two  brides'  i 
gowns  were  alike — made  of  drab-colored 
silk.   Mrs.  Zane  has  a  piece  of  the  silk 
from  which  they  were  made.

LINCOLN  CAMPAIGN 
BANNER  EXHIBITED 

A  banner,  bearing  the  inscription, 
"Abraham  Lincoln  for  president,  Han- 
nibal Hamlin,  for  vice-president,"  and  j 
also  a  water  colored  representation  of  | 
the  martyred  president,  torn,  tattered 
and  rent  with  age,  occupied  a  prom- 
inent position  in  the  office  of  County 
Clerk  Charles  E.  Byers  yesterday.  ' 

The  campaign  banner  was  used  by 
the  republican  club  of  Mechanicsburg 
in  1860,  and  was  carried  by  O.  T. 
Thompson,  of  that  village.  It  is  now 
the  property  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Fullenwider, 
of  Mechanicsburg,  who  is  the  daugh-  I 
ter  of  Mr.  Thompson.  It  was  brought 
to  this  city  by  her  son,  Ernest  Fullen- 
wider, a  clerk  in  the  county  court,  and 
yesterday  it  attracted  the  attention  of 
the  large  number  that  daily  call  at  the 
county  clerk's  office. 

The  banner,  which  is  of  linen,  was 
painted  in  this  city,  and  is  54  years  old. 
For  a  number  of  years  it  hung  upon  the 
walls  of  the  bank  at  Mechanicsburg, 
and  the  decay  of  time  is  plainly  shown.

I  believe  I  nave  something  that  will  be  of 
interest  to  you.  In  the  past  I  have  observed  that  they  are 
rather  scarce  and  fairly  well  in  demand.  Below  you  will 
find  a  description  of  tnem. 

(1)  Steel  engraving  entitled  "Lincoln  and  His  Family", 
Dated  1866.  Painted  by  S.  B.  Waugh.  Engraved  by 
William  Sartain.  Published  by  Bradley  &  Co.  66  No. 
4th.  St.  Phila.  Size  of  Steel  Engraving,  17  1/2  X 
25  inches,  with  a  white  margin  of  about  4  inches 

on  all  sides  and  a  mahogany  frame  of  about  3  inches, 
in  addition.  It  depicts  Mr.  Lincoln,  his  wife  and 
two  children  in  their  dining  room.  Mr.  Lincoln  and 
his  wife  are  seated.  The  smallest  child  is  seated 
on  Mr.  Lincolns  right  with  his  left  arm  resting  on 
Mr.  Lincolns  right  knee.  In  the  engraving  Mr.  Lincolns 
height  is  12  inches  and  his  wifes  11  inches. 
The  engraving  is  in  good  condition  excepting  a  small 
unimportant  stain.  The  frame  is  in  excellent  condition 
and  the  glass  is  triple  strength. 

(2)  Steel  engraving  entitled  "Abraham  Lincoln".  Dated  1864. 
Painted  by  W.  E.  ff inner.  Engraved  by  J.  Serz.  Published 
bv  John  Dainty,  Phila.  Size  of  Steel  Engraving,  14  X 
18  1/2  inches,  with  a  white  margin  of  about  4  inches 

on  all  sides  and  a  mahogany  frame  of  about  3  inches, 
in  addition.  The  whole  title  to  the  engraving  reads; 

Abraham  Lincoln 
President  of  The  United  States, 
Signing  The  Emancipation  Proclamation. 
It  depicts  Mr.  Lincoln  seated  in  a  chair  in  his 
library  with  the  Emancipation  Proclamation  in  his 
left  hand  and  a  quill  in  his  right  hand.  The  engraving 
of  Mr.  Lincoln  is  13  inches  high.  The  engraving  is  in  good 
condition  except  that  when  it  was  cleaned  it  was  torn, 
but  no  part  lost  and  it  is  almost  impossible  to  see  the 
tear.  In  fact  it  cant  be  seen  unless  you  are  right  on 
the  engraving.  It  also  has  an  unimportant  stain  very 
small  in  size.  The  frame  is  in  excellent  condition  and 
the  glass  is  triple  strength. 
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In  my  Tisit  to  The  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington 
D.  C.  two  weeks  ago  I  saw  a  steel  engraving  almost  like 
(2)  on  exhibition. 

I  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  as  to  whether  you  are 
interested  in  these  items  and  what  you  would  be  willing 
to  pay  for  them.

•  Thw-BlRiffi^ftbtrat  4  feet  square, 
was  presented  to  a  group  called 
the  Downers  Grove  Plow  Boys 
along  with  a  wagon  locally  built 
and  paid  for  by  subscriptions.  It 
was  hauled  around  the  countryside 
by  six  matched  horses.  The  Plow 
Boys,  40  young  men  of  the  vil- 
lage, was  organized  to  support  Lin- 
coln. 

The  banner  of  blue  silk,  had 
gilt  letters  reading  "  Presented  by 
the  Ladies  of  Downers  Grove  to 
the  Plow  Boys  Sept.  22,  1860." 
Serves  Under  Medill 

Rogers  received  the  banner 
from  his  father,  who  was  the  last 
known  survivor  of  the  organiza- 
tion. 

When  the  Civil  war  broke  out, 
Rogers'  father,  maternal  grand- 
father, and  an  uncle  enlisted  in 
Col.  Farnsworth's  8th  Illinois  vol- 
unteer cavalry  regiment  and 
served  under  Ma]'.  William  Medill, 
brother  of  Joseph  Medill,  one  of 
the  founding  editors  of  The  Chi- 
cago Tribune,  until  the  major's 
death  while  the  regiment  was  op- 
posing Lee's  retreat  from  Gettys- 
burg. 

Sherif  Raises  Force 
Another  uncle,  T.  S.  Rogers,  also 
a  member  of  the  Plow  Boys,  was 
the  sherif  of  Du  Page  county  when 
the  war  broke  out,  and  when  his 
term  expired  raised  a  company  at 
Naperville,  then  the  county  seat, 
known  as  the  105th  Illinois  vol- 
unteer infantry  regiment,  and  was 
elected  captain  of  this  regiment. 

Rogers  also  has  a  gold  mounted 
sword,  inscribed,  which  was  pre- 
sented to  Capt.  Rogers  when  the 
company  left  Naperville  for  the 
south.

WHEN  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  RAN  FOR  CONGRESS. 


This  was  the  scene  when  Abraham  Lincoln  spoke  at  Knox  college,  Galesburg,  111.,  on  October  7,  1858,  in  one 
of  his  famous  debates  wilh  Stephen  A.  Douglas. 


THE  picture  reproduced 
above  is  from  a  new 
book,,,:  "Meet  Mr.  Lincoln," 
(132  .pages.  Golden  Press, 
New  York.  $5).  The  book 
resulted  from  a  television 
program  presented  on  Feb- 
ruary 11,  1959,  by  the  Na- 
tional   Broadcasting  com- 
pany,   and    repeated  last 
night.  Viewers  saw  a  pano- 
rama of  Lincoln's  life,  in- 
cluding many  photographs, 
prints  and  drawings  never 
before  shown.  Critics  called 
it  a  memorable  and  moving 
experience. 

"Meet  Mr.  Lincoln,"  which 
includes  many  of  the  illus- 
trations used,  was' compiled 
by  Richard  Hanser  and  Don- 
ald B.  Hyatt,  producer  of 
the  Project  Twenty  show. 
The  text  is  the  same  as  that 
used  on  the  air.  The  narra- 
tive opens  in  the  city  of 
Washington    and    on  the 
prairies  of  Illinois,  follows 
through  the  four  years  of 
the  Civil  war  and  closes  on 
the  morning  of  the  Presi- 
dent's death. 


This  banner  was  presented  to  Lincoln 
in  gold  for  the  states  then  in  the  Union;  the 
that  state's  difficulties  in  seeking  statehood 
two  years  later. 

THE  banner  pictured  above,  preserved 
by  the  Kansas  State  Historical  so- 
ciety at  Topeka  since  1880,  has  been  re- 
turned to  Knox  college  on  indefinite  loan. 

The  banner  arrived  in  Kansas  in 
1860,  carried  by  Mark  W.  Delahay  of 
Leavenworth.  Delahay  had  received  it 
from  Lincoln  when  he  went  to  Spring- 
field, 111.,  to  congratulate  Lincoln  on  his 
nomination  for  the  presidency  by  the  Re- 
publican party. 

Presumably,  Delahay  planned  to  use 
the  banner  in  the  election  campaign  in 
Kansas.  The  Leavenworth  Daily  Times  of 
June  1,  I860,  exclaimed: 

"As  young  and  old  gaze  upon  (the 
banner),  they  will  feel  the  enthusiasm 
which  lit  up  the  'youth  of  the  Lombard 
school,  Illinois,  and  gird  on  their  armor 


at  Galesburg.  It  bears  33  stars,  32  of  them 
other  gray  for  Kansas,  in  recognition  of 
,  Kansas  became  a  state  a  little  more  than 

for  the  great  battle  of  November." 

Students  of  the  now  defunct  Lom- 
bard university  of  Galesbury  had  made 
the  banner  and  presented  it  to  Lincoln. 
After  the  1860  campaign,  it  remained  in 
the  possession  of  the  Delahay  family  until 
1880,  when  Delahay's  widow  presented  it 
to  the  state  historical  society. 

Today  the  banner,  stretched  on  a 
frame  three  feet  by  four  feet,  is  in  excel- 
lent state  of  preservation  and  is  on  dis- 
play in  the  library  of  Knox  college.  It  is 
of  satin,  white  on  one  side  and  blue  on 
the  other.  The  blue  side  is  shown  above. 
Painted  across  the  white  side  in  red  let- 
ters are  the  words: 

"To  Abraham  Lincoln,  the  Champion 
of  Liberty,  by  the  students  of  Lombard, 
October  7,  1858."  .  .

From  a  Lincoln  Campaign 


A  CENTURY  ago,  Downers  Grove,  now  a  flourishing  Chicago 
suburb  of  more  than  20,000  population,  was  a  tiny  village 
on  the  Illinois  prairie.  Like  all  such  villages  of  that  day,  however, 
it  was  deeply  involved  in  politics,  and  one  of  its  most  active  or- 
ganizations was  the  "Downers  Grove  Plow  Boys,"  a  Republican 
marching  club  of  young  men,  nearly  all  of  whom  served  later 
in  the  Union  army. 

During  the  1860  presidential  campaign,  women  of  the  com- 
munity made  the  hand-painted  banner  pictured  above  and 
presented  it  to  the  Plow  Boys.  The  marching  club  carried  the 
banner  to  many  Lincoln  rallies  in  surrounding  towns  and  cities, 
including  Chicago,  where  Lincoln  was  nominated  over  William 
H.  Seward  on  an  anti-slavery  platform.  (The  following  November 
Lincoln  was  elected  president  in  the  four-cornered  race  against 
Stephen  A.  Douglas,  northern  Democrat;  John  C.  Breckinridge, 
southern  pro-slavery  Democrat,  and  John  Bell  of  the  Constitu- 
tional Union  Party.) 

Now,  E.  A.  Rogers  of  Downers  Grove,  a  son  of  the  last 
known  survivor  of  the  "Plow  Boys,"  has  presented  the  banner 
to  the  Smithsonian  Institution  in  Washington,  D.  C.  It  will  be 
exhibited  in  the  Smithsonian's  new  Museum  of  History  and 
Technology  as  an  interesting  item  of  political  Americana.

Lincoln  National  Life  will 
sponsor  a  Jan.  30  national  tele- 
cast of  the  first  stage  perform- 
ance to  be  presented  in  newly 
restored  Ford's  Theater  at  Wash- 
ington since  the  night  Abraham 
Lincoln  was  assassinated  there. 

The  Columbia  Broadcasting 
System  telecast,  to  feature  dra- 
matic vignettes  and  music  by 
leading  artists,  will  honor  the 
famous  American  whose  name  and 
character  were  adopted  for  Lincoln 
National  Life  by  the  Company's 
founders. 

Those  concerned  with  the  restora- 
tion of  Ford's  Theater  felt  that  to  re- 
store the  building  solely  as  a  museum 
and  as  "the  place  where  Lincoln  was 
shot"  would  be  akin  to  honoring  Lin- 
coln's death  rather  than  his  life. 

The  fact  is  that  Ford's  Theatre 
and  others  in  the  Washington  area 
played  a  significant  role  in  Mr.  Lin- 
coln's life.  History  reveals  that  he 
attended  the  theater  regularly  and 
often  during  his  years  in  the  White 
House.  It  was  decided  therefore  that 
history  would  be  better  served  and 
Abraham  Lincoln's  life  would  be 
more  fully  honored  if  the  beautiful- 
ly restored  Ford's  Theater  could  be 
used,  not  alone  to  tell  the  tragic 
story  of  Abraham  Lincoln's  assassi- 
nation as  it  does  now,  but  also  to  tell 
of  his  zest  for  life  as  indicated  by 
his  love  for  the  performing  arts.

The  history  of  it  is  also  interest- 
ing. 

The  pennant  came  into  the  hands 
of  Mrs.  Habersham,  the  daughter  of 
Edwin  Stanton,  who  lived  at  Mar- 
tha's Vineyard.  While  living  there, 
she  was  a  patient  of  Dr.  Winthrop 
Butler  and  also  a  good  friend  of  his. 
During  the  Civil  War,  Doctor  Butler 
served  in  the  Navy  on  the  Saratoga 
in  the  blockade  of  Confederate  ports. 
Mrs.  Habersham  gave  the  pennant 
to  the  doctor.  At  his  death  in  1907, 
his  widow,  Mrs.  Adelaide  Butler, 
became  its  owner.  Mrs.  Butler  was 
an  aunt  of  Mr.  Ottiwell  and  after 
her  death,  the  flag  became  Mr.  Otti- 
well's  possession. 

Note:  Caryl  sent  the  Stanton  pen- 
nant to  the  Home  Office  herself  in  an 
automobile  trunk  —  and  did  a  lot  of  worry- 
ing about  it  on  the  way.)
